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Top Living Lifetime Producers 


ne living lifetime production awards 
recognize the leading lifetime pro- 


ducers of the Guernsey breed based 
on official production credits verified by the 
American Guernsey Association. The fol- 
lowing awards will be presented at the 
American Guernsey Association annual 
meeting in Columbus, Ohio. 
The average appraisal score of all of the 
living lifetime producers entered in this 


year’s contest was 89 points. The sires of 


the top cows - such as Dendels Orchards 
Cherie Chuck - were at one time at the top 
of the active A.I. list. 

This year topping the living lifetime list 
for milk, butterfat and protein for the first 
time is Kilchona CC Tessa. “Tessa” will 
receive the Liebers Trophy for her high liv- 
ing lifetime milk record, the Valley Set 
Award recognizing the highest living life- 
time butterfat producer, and the Arnold 
Knight Award recognizing her as the high- 
est living lifetime protein producer. “Tessa” 
was born April 28, 1984. She is bred and 


owned by Carl and Irene Bosch of 


Tillamook, Oregon. An Excellent-90 
Dendels Orchards Cherie Chuck daughter, 
“Tessa” has living lifetime production to- 
tals of 203,689 pounds of milk, 9,371 
pounds of butterfat and 7,399 pounds of 
protein. 

Sniders Barrons Abby ranks second on 
the living lifetime production list for pounds 
of milk. “Abby” has living lifetime produc- 
tion totals of 196,180 pounds of milk, 6,941 


pounds of butterfat and 6,469 pounds of

Barron daughter is bred and owned by 
Berneta Gable of New Enterprise, Pennsyl- 
vania.

An Excellent-92 Wagners Emory Ned 
daughter ranks second for pounds of pro- 


tein on the living lifetime production list. 
Maurana Neds Bessie, bred by Clayton 
Havens Jr. of Goshen, Indiana, and owned 
by Jan Lambrecht of Bedford, Indiana, has 
lifetime production totals of 190,422 
pounds of milk, 8,486 pounds of butterfat 
and 6,789 pounds of protein. 

To be considered for living lifetime pro- 
duction awards, the cow must be living as 
of December 31 of the preceding year and 
have been in production on official test dur- 
ing a portion of the year. 

The Liebers Trophy was established in 
1949 by Mr. and Mrs. Otto Liebers of Lin- 
coln, Nebraska, to honor the cow with the 
highest living lifetime milk production. 

In 1986, the Valley Set Award was estab- 
lished by the Ronald Wenger Family of 
Goshen, Indiana, to honor the cow with the 
highest living lifetime butterfat production. 

The Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders’ As- 
sociation established the Arnold Knight 
Award in 1992 to recognize the highest life-

herds enrolled in the Total Perfor- 
mance Evaluation program for 1998. The 
owners of these high-production herds are 
commended for their sound management 
practices and the impact they will continue 
to have as the breed strives to continue in- 
creasing production standards. 

The herd owned by Randy and Wanda 
Knapp of Epworth, Iowa, remained at the 
top of the list for overall milk, butterfat and 
protein. Knapp’s Guernsey herd, consisting 
of 42 cows, averaged 23,421 pounds of 
milk, 1,018 pounds of butterfat and 788 
pounds of protein. 

The Four Winds Guernsey herd owned 
by Clark and Joy Vilter of Hartland, Wis- 
consin, places second in 1998 for overall 
milk production. The herd consisting of 23 
cows averaged 21,548 pounds of milk, 882 
pounds of butterfat and 691 pounds of pro- 
tein. 

Hailing from Queen Anne, Maryland, the 
herd owned by William B. Messix ranks 
third for overall milk and protein. The 
Pemberton herd of 11 cows averaged 20,595 
pounds of milk, 954 pounds of butterfat and 
724 pounds of protein. 

In the butterfat category, the Mt. Ararat 
herd in Port Deposit, Maryland, placed sec- 
ond. The 32 cow herd owned by Gabrielle 
Buck averaged 19,895 pounds of milk, 966 
pounds of butterfat and 687 pounds of pro- 
tein. 

The Laesch Brothers of Normal, Illinois, 
own the third herd for overall butterfat pro- 
duction. This herd of 19 cows averaged 
20,176 pounds of milk, 957 pounds of but- 
terfat and 707 pounds of protein. 

Rounding out the protein production top 
three list for 1998 is the herd owned by 
Gordon Huckins of Ashland, New Hamp- 
shire. The 13 cow Huckins herd ranked sec- 
ond for overall protein production with an 
average of 20,533 pounds of milk, 871 
pounds of butterfat and 734 pounds of pro- 
tein.

believe that I worked for the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club, and now the 
American Guernsey Association, as a 
field representative under as many or more 
secretaries than any other person. I have 
worked under secretaries Carl Musser 
through Erick Megzger, and | have done 
work in the following states: Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Tennessee, Loui- 
siana, Mississippi, Texas, Alabama and Ar- 
kansas. 
Through the years, I have heard and seen 


just about everything. Here a few stories that 


come to mind. I believe that I know the 
youngest person to ever own a Guernsey 
heifer. This person was Edward Merryman, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. John B. Merryman of 
Cockeysville, Maryland. Edward acquired 
this heifer from Quail Roost Maxim Sale, 
which was held at Quail Roost Farm each 
year on the first Monday in May, before he 
was even born. One year they had only one 
small heifer in the sale. W.W. Fitzpatrick, 
manager of Quail Roost Farm and his wife, 
as well as John B. Merryman and his wife, 
were expecting babies. 

A deal was made between Fitzpatrick and 
Merryman — they would buy the heifer and 
the first boy born would be the owner of the 
heifer and the other father would pay for the 
heifer. Therefore, Edward Merryman was the 
owner of the heifer as he was the father of 
the first boy born as the Fitzpatricks had a 
girl. It was said that the first thing Mr. “Fritz” 
said to his wife after their baby girl was born 
was “You know that cost us $250”. 

I remember that Quail Roost Farm always 
furnished lunch for each person who at- 
tended their sales. Mr. John Sprunt Hill, fa- 
ther of George Watts Hill, owner of two herds 
of Guernseys, was attending a sale. He was 
in the tent and eating his lunch from a paper 
bag. A person asked him, “Don’t you think 
your son can feed you?” His answer was, 
“Yes, but he does not furnish what I have in 
this paper bag, a bottle of beer!” 

I had the pleasure of attending the birth- 
day party for High Point Prince Maxim, the 
main bull used at Quail Roost Farm. This 
will be a cake I will never forget. It was made 
with top quality alfalfa hay for the honor of

the day to eat. When “Maxim” died, he was 
buried in the lot behind his pen, and his head 
was preserved and placed in the farm office. 
I wonder where it is today? 

As a fieldman for the American Guernsey 
Cattle Club and a very active member of sale 
selection crews, I will never forget a situa- 
tion I ran into on a trip from Winston Sa- 
lem, North Carolina, to Clinton, New Jer- 
sey, to attend a dispersal sale and purchase 
animals for Coble Dairy, Maegeo Farms in 
Lexington, North Carolina. The owner of the 
herd, George Coble, had engaged a four pas- 
senger plane for the trip. The pilot had set 


his route for Tinton, New Jersey, instead of 


Clinton. He got lost, and the airplane was 
about out of fuel when he landed in an ani- 
mal pasture. We were taxing up near the 
house and other buildings when a man came 
out of the house. I figured that we were in 
trouble, but the first statement he made was, 
“Just wanted to see who had landed, as that 
area was used for planes to land during the 
war and young men arrived to date our 
daughters.” He took the pilot to a station and 
secured some fuel. When the pilot put the 
hose back in the pit, a fire started. We were 
all able to move away and the fire was extin- 
guished with no damage. We then again 
headed to what we thought was Clinton, New 
Jersey, but the pilot became lost again and 
we landed at the DuPonts' private port. That 
was the last we saw of that pilot, as we took 
a cab to the rail station and arrived in Clinton. 
We then took a cab to the farm where the 
sale was to be held and checked the cattle 
until midnight. 

When I started working in Maryland as a 
Golden Guernsey Representative for the 
Maryland Guernsey Breeders’ Association, 
I was made aware of many strange rules. For 
example, the city of Baltimore would not 
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allow Frank Brown, the owner of Mt. Ararat 
Dairy, to ship his surplus milk or cream to a 
plant in the city because one gutter in one of 
the stall barns was three-fourths of an inch 
too narrow. 

I truly enjoyed my time as a Guernsey 
employee, and I still continue to work with 
them through the Dixie Classic Fair in Win- 
ston Salem, North Carolina.

Tom and Dan are responsible for a majority 
of the farm tasks. Herd health is maintained 
by toggling displaced abomasums and giv- 
ing IVs themselves. They both select bulls 
for breeding and perform the artificial in- 
semination. It is their responsibility to pur- 
chase feed, health care products, fertilizer 
and seed. Tom is in charge of calves from 
birth to six months, then Dan takes over 
from six months to calving. These two 
brothers have also seen the advantages of a 
partnership. Tom was able to get away to 
attend a mission trip to Romania in March 
of 1999. One of the goals the two have set 
for the herd includes continuing to raise 
their rolling herd average by 500 to 700 
pounds of milk per year. 


Steve SyWassink 


STEVE SYWASSINK is from Grandview, 
Iowa, and is the manager/owner at Idle Neer 
Farm. He is a graduate of Muscatine Com- 
munity College with a major in farm man- 
agement. Some of his extra curricular 
actives include 10 years of service on the 
County Youth 4-H Committee, two years 
as beef superintendent at his county fair and 
a district representative for district 13 for 
Swiss Valley Farms. A long-time member 
of the Iowa Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, Steve is currently serving his second 
term on the board of directors and his sec- 
ond year as vice president of the organiza- 
tion. Steve’s family has been in the regis- 
tered Guernsey business all of his life, and 
he feels that it was very easy to continue 
working with a breed that has so many op- 
portunities and challenges. Steve describes 
his breeding program like a shotgun mat- 
ing system. He uses the top proven sires and 
young sires along with helping breeders 
prove non-A.I. sampled bulls. Each mating, 
Steve tries to complement each cow’s weak- 
ness with a bull’s strengths without losing 


production. Steve owns about one-third of 


the herd and is responsible for calf care, 
mating, breeding, fresh cow care, milking, 
vet work, registrations and advertising and 
marketing of the cattle. Steve’s goal for the 
next five years includes breeding a more 
complete cow and help move the Guernsey 
breed ahead. 


ADAM VANHOVE is the co-owner of Pine 
Grove Guernseys in Freeman, South Da- 
kota. Adam became involved in the dairy- 
ing business at the age of eight when he was 
in 4-H and showing heifers. Eventually 
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Adam VanHove 


Adam’s heifers started calving, and they 
started selling their milk when they had six 
cows. Fourteen years later, Adam is still 
milking cows. A four-year member of FFA, 
Adam held an office all four years and 
earned his Star Greenhand Farmer Award 
and Chapter Farmer Award. He is the co- 
owner of Pine Grove Guernseys with his 
father, Meryln. In 1996, Adam purchased 
320 adjoining acres that they had previously 
been renting. Here Adam plants a corn-bean 
rotation with 30 acres of mature alfalfa. He 
is able to grow this silage and put up most 
of the hay, while keeping feed purchasing 
to a minimum. Adam also has dairy steers 
which are fed out for slaughter, and more 
steers are purchased when the timing is 
right. Adam is currently involved in the 
Select Sires young sire program and has had 
good success with it. Six of his last eight 
heifers have been from young sires. His 
breeding program also consists of a few of 
the top proven bulls in the industry. Adam 
is currently breeding for type and hoping 
milk follows. He also watches feet and legs, 
udders and strength. Within five years, 
Adam would like to be milking a few more 
cows without having to buy too many. With 
an expansion of cow numbers means an ex- 
pansion of the facilities. Adam would also 
like to see his younger cows maintain or in- 
crease their longevity. =.

World War II. While serving in the Navy, he 
attended Diesel Engineering School and 
worked on ship motors, a skill that came in 
handy after returning home to the farm and 
farm equipment. 

Leroy married his life-long partner, Juanita 
(Nita) M. Paugh on August 19, 1950, in 
Jacksonburg, Ohio. Together, Leroy and Nita 
have had lots of fun and achievements over 
the years within the Guernsey circles. 

Their Sande Hill Guernsey herd was com- 
prised of some of the best Guernseys in the 
nation. Some of the outstanding cattle within 
this herd included Oberlands Emory’s Jean, 
the reserve grand champion at the 1978 Na- 
tional Guernsey Show in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky. Her daughter “Jean’s Jewel” was the 
second place 3-year-old at the National 
Guernsey Gold Futurity in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky. 

Having an excellent eye for evaluating an 
animal, Leroy was a popular choice for pur- 
chasing cattle for breeders who could not 
make it to a sale. Perhaps his most noted 
purchase was Shawnee Pridetta, a consign- 
ment at an Ohio Classic Sale. Leroy’s de- 
velopment of “Pridetta” lead her to become 
the second place 2-year-old in the Ohio Fu- 
turity in 1961 and the first place 3-year-old

at the Ohio State Fair in 1962. “Pridetta” then 
went on to become the dam of Sande Hill 
Double Emory, one of the outstanding bulls 
developed by Leroy and Nita. Another fa- 
mous sire they bred and developed was 
Sande Hill Dixies Commander. 

Leroy’s outstanding eye for cattle also 
helped him become a respected judge on lo- 
cal, state and national levels. Leroy judged a 
number of county and state shows during his 
lifetime. He was also the official judge of 
the 1995 National Junior Guernsey Show in 
Louisville, Kentucky. 

Leroy had many leadership roles during 
his lifetime, including serving as the presi- 
dent, vice president, secretary and treasurer 
of the Ohio Purebred Dairy Cattle Associa- 
tion (PDCA). He was the executive secre- 
tary for the Ohio Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation for seven and a half years, served on 
many county boards, farm bureau and oth- 
ers. He also occupied his time as a DeKalb 
Seed salesman. 

Leroy is survived by his wife, Nita M. 
Lindley; and a brother Albert Lindley and 
his wife Bernice of Hamilton, Ohio. He was 
preceded in death by his parents, a sister 
Jessie Hageman and a brother William
